In dis 
tance firing, when the bullet is losing some of its velocity it is 
apt to turn around in the air before it strikes the object, and 
may even strike broadside or hindside first Mr. Outram 
instanced many cases of bullets being deflected by trivial 
causes, even a blade of grass having been known to do so 

Many charges have been made that soldiers deliberately 
cut a nick in the metal coating of the bullet before placing 
in the gun, causing it to mushroom, or flatten itself, on its 
striking an object, but I know of no evidence being ad 
duced to confirm such a charge I think it more likely 
that the big, gaping wounds are caused by the bullet 
turning in the wound as described. 

I have heard it asserted that there are several Americans

It is said at the State Department that the 
embargo has been partially lifted. It is 
likely that it will be clamped down again. 
The need of such fertilizer in this country is, 
of course, acute, but scientific processes have 
already given the world a complete equiva 
lent for the potash on which Germany has 
a virtual monopoly, and it is this country’s 
own fault that modern opportunities have 
been neglected. The successful fixation of 
the nitrogen of the atmosphere has made it 
possible for any country which has a large 
supply of cheap power to become commer- 
cially independent, not only with regard to 
the potash supplies from Germany, but with 
regard to the nitrate deposits of Chile. If 
a fair percentage of the vast volume of 
power now going to the 
United States were developed it would soon 
be impossible, even in times of peace, for 
Germany or Chile to compete with domestic 
manufacture of nitrate fertilizers in the mar 
kets of the United States.

interests of the buyer and obliging the 
manufacturer to furnish exactly the quality 
and style ordered. 

‘At the present time,” said Mr. Keegan
